an HE prosperous city of Emporia lay garlanded and expectant beneath the June sun- 
ah shine of the year 1949.

They are happily married and are 
well supported. 

“Our Meadie is a worthy doctor. He’s an allopath, and while it’s said that all paths lead 
to the grave, I want to tell you Meadie doesn’t lead patients there very often. Sam Jones is a 
railway director; James Garner a noted inventor, he got out a good car that is cheaper than a 
Ford and he’s doing fine. Virginia Lewis is an architect; Margaret Vincent a landscape 
gardner; Colin Neal is in the State Insane Asylum—he has charge of it.
